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HIGHLIGHTS OF ARRL BOARD OF DIRECTORS MEETING OF JULY 14-16. 


The following highlights were felt to be of interest and were 
condensed from the full minutes of the meeting as provided by 
Jay Holladay, W6EJJ. 


- The Board directed the General Manager to establish an outgoing 
QSL bureau at the ARRL Headquarters. Operation is to begin no 
later than January 1, 1977, under procedures and policies to be 
detefmined by the General Manager. 


- The Board approved on a trial basis until the next regular 
meeting payment of out-of-pocket expenses excluding legal fees 
incurred by licensed League members in defending against law 
suits from alleged violations of zoning ordinances and inter- 
ference. Reimbursements during the period will not total more 
than $5,000 as determined by Headquarters and General Counsel. 
Considerations in determining reimbursement will be: 

1. Significant miscarriage of justice or harassment, 

2. Potential legal precedent, or 

3. Severe case of financial hardship. 
Two legal brochures are also being prepared (one for the individ- 
ual amateur and one for pe tics, 


- The General Manager was directed to consider the development of 
a film for use by IARU Societies in foreign countries to help 
the amateur radio position at WARC 79. 


- IT WAS APPROVED THAT LEAGUE MEMBERS WILL BE EXEMPTED FROM ALL 
FEES PRESENTLY BEING CHARGED IN THE AWARDS PROGRAM. Hence, free 
DXCC, etc. for ARRL members. 

- The QST éditor was directed to begin a propagation column in QST 
which will be monthly. 

- The General Manager was directed to seek data on transmitting 
heights versus interference susceptibility to home entertainment 
equipment and report results at the next meeting. 


- A 160 meter DXCC was created with no endorsements available beyond 
the basic 100 countries. A "one-time only basis" RTTY DXCC 
endorsement was also approved. 


- A proposal to petition the FCC to allow former amateurs to 
receive m license by application was sent to the Legal and 
Regulatory Committee for study. 


- The League will petition the FCC to reduce the minimum age of 
volunteer examiners to 18 years rather than the current 21 years. 


~- The League will study the desireability of relocating W1AW in the 
central United States in order to better serve the membership. 
The 160 meter W1AW frequency was moved to 1820 kHz effective 
September 1, 1976. 

- The ARRL will petition the FCC for Novice Class privileges on 
145.0 - 145.5 MHz and 222 - 225 MHz using 50 watts, Al, A% or F3. 

- The League will undertake to add 15,000 square feet to the 
present location at a cost not to exceed $800,000. 

- The Board met as a "Committee of the Whole" for 70 minutes to 
discuss "DX Matters", Rumor mill reports suggest that the Okino

Use rods that are at least 5/8" in diameter and should be 6' long. 
Copper clad steel. The rods should be spaced anywhere from 10 to 
22 feet on a side and all sides must be the same length. The idea 
s to keep on driving the rods down until it is impossible to get 
any lower reading between AC, AB and BC, 


When you have reached the point where you no longer can lower the 
readings between the rods then apply the formula. The answer 
will be the resistance of rod "A", the one you are interested in. 
In other words the neareyou can approach zero resistance of 
course the better. Naturally zero would be ideal, 


It is important to reiterate that the formula requires that the 
spacing of all rods must be the same.
